Kansas City, Mo., April 12.—Twen- 
ty-three persons are reported dead, at 
least a hundred injured, two towns 
practically swept away, scores of 
buildings demolished and thousands of 
dollars worth of property damaged as 
the result of a tornado that raged in 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Missour! today. 

The tornado was accompanied by 
rain, hail and lightning. Many build- 
ings were struck by lightning and 
burned, Western Missouri was visited 
by a rain and hall storm, but this sec- 
tion was not in the main path of the 
tornado. 

Telegraph and 
rendcred useless in the worst 
sections, and it is probable that the 
complete report of the death toll and 
the property damage will prove much 
greater Ahan they now appear. 

S Persons Killed At One Place, 

The tornado levied its greatest toll 
of dead at Big Heart, Oklahoma, where 
eight persons were killed, ten injured 
and almost every building in the town 
wrecked. 

Whliing, Kansas, was practically 
wiped off the map. Sixty buiidings 
were blown down, thirty persons hurt 
and Mrs. Pavid Stone killed.

Wrecking of Wine Cellars and 
Smashing of Bottles Continue. 
In Some Places the Mobs 
Are Using the Torch---Gov- 
ernment Is Resolved Not to 
Yield. 


Paris, April 12.—The storm raised 
by the vote in the senate yesterday 
raopening the delimitation question 
with reference champagne ._ dis- 
tricts, gives no sign of abating. On 
the contrary there seems a probability 
of the disturbances spreading to the 
Bordeaux, wine region. 

A serious agitation has already 
broken out in the Charente, Dordogne, 
Lot and Garonne departments, whose 
Situation with respect to Gironde cor- 
responds to that of Aube to Marne, 
and the president of the United 
Unions of the Gironde wine growers 
declared today that the suppression 
of the territorial] delimitations in the 
Bordeaux region would be followed 
by the gravest consequences. 

Situation Greatly Aggravated. 

The latest dispatches from the 
champagne district describe the situ- 
ation as greatly aggravated. tonight. 
Mobs continue to burn and destroy 
the property of unpopular merchants, 
whom they accuse of importing grapes 
from Aube and other departments, 
from which they manufacture a wine 
designated as .Marne champagne. 

The authorities are rushing. rein- 
forcements of troops to the’ affected 
centers, but the movement of the wine 
growers has been so skillfully organ- 
ized that the destru n has been 
done and the aber cre gone be- 
fore troops reach the scene. 

Confidence Voted in Government. 

The champagne question formed tue 
Subject of debate in the chamber of 
deputies’ today and after listening to 
a Statement by Premier Monis, the 
chamber voted confidence in the gzovV- 
ernment, practically so unanimous so 
that the senate’s resolution is not le- 
gally effective. 

The premier maintained his decision 
to refer the matter of the modifica- 
tion of the delimitation law to the 
council of state, France's highest ad- 
ministrative court, which, he said, 
might be trusted to pronounce on this 
Srave question with entire impar- 
tiality and independence of judgment.

Representatives of Farming Ih- 
terests Enthusiastic Over Bill. 
Democratic Leaders Expect 
to Hurry the Canadian Reci- 
procity Bill and Free List 
Measure Through the House. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 12.—<(Special.)— 
The Canadian reciprocity bill and 
farmers’ free list bill agreed toby 
the democratic caucus on Tuesday 
night were today introduced by 
Chairman Underwood, of the ways 
and means committee and referred 
promptly to that committee. It will 
meet tomorrow and agree on a Tre@~- 
port. On Friday next the measure 
will be brought up for consideration 
in the house. It will receive a ma- 
jority of two or three to one on its 
passage through the house. 

The act of the democrats en coupling 
the farmers’ free list with the Cana- 
dian reciprocity measure has simpli- 
fied the problem of the senate insur- 
gent republicans. Ordinarily they 
would have been inclined to oppose 
reciprocity since it adversely affected 
the farmers of the middle west ‘and 
Canadian border states. But the con- 
cessions granted to the farmer in 
giving him duty free on so many ar- 
ticles of necessary use has offset the 
other disadvantages and it is now be- 
lieved that they will support ft. 
$1,000,000 a Year for Southern Farmers. 

The biggest single item for the 
southern fartmmer is free bagging and 
ties which, it is estimated, will save 
him $1,000,000 annually. 

President W. B. Thompson, of the 
New Orleans totton exchange, figured 
that at the present duty of .027 cents 
per bale for steel ties, the total cost 
of a 12,000,000-bale crop would be 
$324,000. The present duty on jute 
bagging amounts to .04 1-4 cents 
a bale. or $630,000 on the whole 
crop, making $954,000 annually the 
farmers are required to pay. 

The revenue from imported bagging 
and ties is now only $100,000. 

There is no doubt that the house 
tariff program makes the American 
farmer a separate class and legislates 
in his favor to an extent not known 
or practiced jn years. Practically 
everything he buys for his farm, his 
house and his table is put on the free 
list. The only schedules that affect 
him which were not touched are the 
woolen. cotton and the steel schedule 
under which is listed cutlery. 

Representatives of farming constitu- 
were enthusiastic today. It is 
conceded that the insurgent republic- 
ans are placed in a position where 
they are forced to support Canadian 
reciprocity since the disadvantages it 
holds for the farmer are more than 
by the agricultural free list. 

The Free List.

Plans ' 


RATE INCREASE 


Outlying Plants at Mer- 
cy of Roads. 


Representatives of the Banks/Atlanta Shippers Urge All Ship- 


pers of the State to Join 
With Them in Opposing Ad- 
vance, Which They Declare 


Unreasonable. 


Shippers in Atlanta and throughout 
the state will strenuously resist before 
the railroad commission the attempt 
recently made by the railroads to in- 
crease the switching charge from $2 
per car to a rate which the shippers 
claim will amount in some instances 
to as much as $45 per car for the 
transfer of a car from one point in the 
yards to another point. 

The railroads originalfy announced 
that they intended to increase the 
switching charge from $2 to $5 and the 
Atlanta Grain Dealers’ Association im- 
mediately filed a protest with the rail- 
road commission. Later the railroads 
signified their intention of putting into 
effect what is called local rates which 
will mean, according to the shippers, 
that it will cost the shippers. in the 
neighborhood of $100,000 per year.for 
switching alone. 

Have Employed Counsel, 


The Atlanta shippers have employed | 


Attorney W. A. Wimbish, of Atlanta,’ 
to represent them when the commis- 
sion takes up thé hearing on April 
20, and they have urged shippers 
throughout the state to aid them in 
their efforts to prevent the proposed 
increase.. 

The committee appointed by the ship- 
pers to look after their interests in, 
the matter has sent to The Constitu- 
tion the following statement of their 
position with regard to the increase. 

Present Rate Since 1884. 

“The present switching rate of $2.00 
per car was established by the rail- 
road commission of Georgia in 1884, 


and has been in force since that date. 
On the ‘strefigth and faith that this 


charge would remain in effect many in-, 


dustries were induced by the railroads 
to locate on their rails beyond the 
city limits, and after a period of twen- 
ty-nine years, when the factories and 
warehouses have been established, to 
withdraw the switching rates and sub- 
stitute local rates. would appear that 
the roads are acting arbitrarily with 
their patrons, and to their great dis- 
advantage, because they cannot, at 
this late date, dismantle their plants, 
and move to more central locations; in 
other words, having these plants : 
their mercy, it looks like an effort to 
secure more revenue, or § increased 
rates, when the records show the last 
fiscal year to. be the most prosperous 
period in the history of the Georgia 
carriers. 

“It is the declared purpose of the 
railroads to ignore the rate of $2.00 
per car for what is termed industrial 
switching. and substitute therefor lo- 
cal rates for the service of handling 
cars between industries, both of which 
are situated at. or immediately adja- 
eent and tributary to a single station 
and within the customary yard or 
switching limits.

PROVED FAILURE 


So Declares Tax Com- 
mittee of Council. 


Tax Assessors Win Out in Con- 
troversy With City Auditor. 
Old System Will Be Restored 
at Once--Auditor Hurst Makes 
a Statement. 


When the tax committee of council 
got through yesterday afternoon with 
the new loose-leaf system, instituted 
in the tax office by City Auditor Carl 


E. Hurst. it looked like a steam roller 
had passed over it. 

The committee voted unanimously 
to abolish the new system and to re- 
turn at once to the old digest system. 
The new books were ordered, and be- 


ginning today the change back to the 
old system will be made. It will take 
several weeks to make the transfers, 


'but it is believed the work can be ac- 


complished before June, when the ap- 
portionment sheet must be made out. 

The city auditor was not present 
when the steam roller act was perT- 
formed. A statement from him is given 
below and it forms a very interesting 
part of the finale of the contest which 
has been going on between the audi- 
tor and the tax assessors since the 
first of the year. 

“] Told Veu So." 

Tax Assessor Harrison stated to the 
committee and eto council the first of 
the year that the Hurst system would 
prove a failure. He went to the ex- 
tent of writing a letter to the commit- 
tee, in which he pleaded not to make 
the mistake of discarding the old digest 
system, which had beentried for years 
and was found all right. 

The city auditor insisted that the 
new system would not only simplify 


the bookkeeping, but would result in 


increasing the city’s tax receipts sev- 
eral thousands. of dollars. He now 
says that his system was not given a 
fair trial, but was “knocked so as to 
put him to the bad.” | 

The tax assessors stated to the com- 
mittee that the new system took 30,000 
pages and 23.books instead of 2,000 
pages and 6 books. They said the sys- 
tem would soon require a large ware- 
house to hold the books. 

The most serious complaint against 
the new system was that it prevented 
necessary additions in order to make 
a report for the finance committee of 
council and would not allow copies to 
be made for coart cases. Under the 
system, it was stated, it was impos- 
sible to wait on thepeople fast enough, 
as frequently as many as 3,000 came 
into the tax office in one day.

Clark Howell Appeared Before 
Grand Jury and Made State- 
ment by Order of Presidene 
Despite Wickersham’s Re- 
fusal--- Department’s Ignor- 


ance of Its Own Regulations. 


By unanimous vote—23 to 0—the. 
United States court grand jury yes- 
terday returned “no bill” upon all the 
charges sought to be brought against 
The Constitution and certain of its of- 
ficers and” employees, at the instiga- 
tion of the attorney general of the 
United States. 

Thus, for the second time, have the 
department charges of conspiracy and 
violation of postal regulations, formu- 
lated against The Constitution failed 
completely for want of even ex parte 
evidence to make out a grand jury 
case. 

The same attempt was made in Jan- 
uary, some three months ago, to in- 
dict The Constitution upon identically 
the same charges. It fell flat, the 
grand jury returning “no bill.” 

The result in the gecond instance, 
just concluded, proved more 
crushing for the prosecution, which 
could not muster a single vote in the 
grand jury room in support of any of 
its charges. 

An interesting feature of this grand 
jury investfwatioén was the appear- 
ance before that body of Clark How- 
ell, editor and president of The Con- 
stitution, who, not being under 
charges, made a statement about the 
matters in hand by direct permis- 
sion from the president of the United 
States, after this right had been spe- 
cifically and emphatically refused him 
by Attorney General Wickersham. 

Inquiry Was Complete. 

The investigation into the charges 
made against The Constitution could 
not have been more complete or de- 
tailed. Some fifty or more witnesses 
were summoned locally

him J. J. Britt, third assistant post- 
master general, legated by the at- 
torney gemeral as‘special assistant in 
this case. District Attorney Carter 
Tate and Assistant Henley were abso- 
lutely pushed to the rear in this case 
and were permitteg to have nothing 
whatever to do with its presentation 
to the grand jury. 

Despite all this, despite a ten days’ 
sweeping investigation and the ex- 
amination of witness after witness, 
when the grand jury concluded its in- 
quiry at 1 o'clock Wednesday, it went 
out and within five minutes returned 
its verdict of vindication on all of the 
charges made. 

Howell Before Jury. 

One of the interesting features in 
connection with the investigation was 
the development by which Clark 
Howell, editor of The Constitution and 
president of The Constitution Pub- 
lishing Company, appeared before the 
grand jury after having been specific- 
aily and emphatically refused that 
right by the attorney general of the 
United States. 

As there was no charge against Mr. 
Howell and as a previous grand jury 
had promptly vindicated the other 
officers and employees of The Con- 
stitution, he asked the right to go be- 
fore the grand jury and to make a 
full statement concerning any matter 
under consideration by that body. 

Following the refusal by “the at- 
torrfey general, he appealed direct to 
the president of the United States, 
who, by telegram, revoked the action 
of the attorney general and directed 


that he be allowed, under all the cir- 
cumstances, to appear, which he did 


on Monday and Tuesday, going into 
every qetafl of the case. 
Ignorance of Regulations, 

Of special interest incident to the 
appearance of Mr. Howell before the 
grand jury was the fact that he con- 
fronted Third Assistant Postmaster 
General Britt with one of his own 
letters in which, on January 10, 1911, 
that offiical revoked an order of the 
third assistant postmaster general is- 
sued November 30, 1910, on the ground 
that the features of the second-class 
mail regulations under consideration 
were then undergoing revision. 

The evidence presented for con- 
sideration by the array of government 
inspectors and prosecutors faileg to 
raise even a presumption of guilt by 
any of the parties under investigation 
and. the prompt vindication was the 
unanimous verdict of the entire grand 
jury.

sessors, “but he simply did not know 
how to Keep the tax books.’’

So President Hobbs Tells 
National . Association. 


Troublous Times Have Con- 
tinued for Many Months. 
Buying From Hand to Mouth. 


Is Increasing. 


Boston, April 12.—‘Misery likes 

company,” said President Franklin W. 
Hobbs, in his address to the National 
Association of Cotton Manufacturers 
in this city today, in referring to the 
fact that the Lancashire Cotton Mills 
had been having “hard sledding” as 
well as those in the United States. 
The convention in Huntington Hall, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
will also be in session tomorrow. The 
delegates were welcomed by Governor 
Foss, R. M. Miller, Jr., of Charlotte, N. 
C., replying. 
The association medal for 1910 was 
awarded to Charles T. Main, of Bos- 
ton, in recognition of his contribution 
to textile publications. 

Troublous Times for Cotton Millis. 

In his annual address President 


Hobbs said: 

“Last September I remarked that 
the cotton manufacturing industry had 
been in troublous times since we met 
in April last and I regret to be com- 
pelled state that the troublous 
times have continued. The cotton crop 
has been a disappointment, curtail- 
ment has continued and a most unh- 
Satisfactory condition has resulted. 
Buying is on a hand-to-mouth basis. 
Added to perplexing business condi- 
tions has. been the upset political sit- 
uation and the uncertainty due to ex- 
pected gecisions of the supreme court 
which ‘ill have far-reaching effect. 
With these two factors removed, we 
shall know where we stand and 0be 
prepared to go forward. 

“Misery likes company, and it may 
interest you to know that for the year 
ending November 30, 1910, seventy- 
three concerns in Lancashire, with a 
total paid-up capital stock of $12,800,- 
000 and an added loan capital o% $65,- 
400,000, showed a loss of $1,315,000 aft- 
er paying interest on loans an dal- 
lowing for depreciation. These figures 
are the worst for twenty-five years. 

Consumption Increasing. — 

“It is undoubtedly true that the con- 
sumption of cotton is steadily increas- 
ing each year and it seems equally 
true that this increase in consump- 
tion will continue. 

“With increases of machinery which 
have been made, it is evident that the 
consumption of the mills of the world 
on full time would be not less than 
20,000,000 bales. 

“The query thus ariges: Where will 
the additional peep cotton needed 
for the world and its increasing pop- 
ulation come from? 

“I think I am too optimistic to be- 
lieve that from the present acreage 
the American production could be 
doubleq if proper methods were used, 
and it is along such lines that our 
friends in the south must work to 
secure the best results for themselves 
and the spinners.” 

Following President Hobbs’ address 
Richard C. MacLaurin, of the Institute 
of Technology, and Theodore H. 
Price, of New York, spoke to the dele- 
gates, who were much interested in 
a demonstration of cotton picking by 
machinery given by a New York man.

Springfield, Il]. April 12.—Speaker 
Adkins today served notice on the Chi- 
cago board of trade that he would use 


every means in his power to prevent’ 


the passage of the board of trade bill, 
which would legalize “puts and calls.” 

This bill has passed the senate and 
is now on the speaker’s table in the 
house. As a result of discussions re- 
garding the bill in committee today, 
Mr. Adkins tonight issued a statement 
on the subject in which he said in 
part: 

“If some of the members of the board 
of trade really know ‘beans when their 
heads were in the bag,’ they would cer- 
tainly let well enough alone. They 
can now speculate and gamble all they 
please. 

“This ought to be enough, but now 
they want the privilege of gambling a 
little more: They want it so that a 
man with but one dollar can come in 
and make a bet on the market, for one 
dollar will buy either a ‘put’ or ‘call.’ 
Why not throw dice, shoot craps, bet 
on the turn of a card, but no, they want 
to gamble on grain, the farmers’ prod- 
uct. 

“The entire country is covered with 
financial wrecks, cursing fate and all 
because of the deceptive, alluring will- 
o’-the-wisp held out by what is known 
as the gambling fraternity of the 
board of trade. 

“The speaker will see to it that the 
house is informed of the reasons why 
this bill should never become a law.”

According to Mormon Bishop 
Brown, the Colonists Are 
Greatly Alarmed---No Plant- 
ing Has Been Done, and Mex- 
ico Is Facing Famine.

El Paso, Texas, April 12.—According 
to Bishop Orson Brown, of Colonia 
Morelos, one of the Mormon colonies 
south of here, the colonists are great- 
ly disturbed by prospects of raids upon 
their plantations. The Mormons have 
their crops planted but the natives, 
Bishop Brown declares, have done no 
Planting and face a famine in the near 
future, 

According to advices from Torreon, 
James Boland, representing American 
operators in the Los Reis district of 
Durango, has made formal complaint 
to United States Consular Agent Caro- 
thers at Torreon, regarding the inter- 
ruption of business caused by the in- 
surrection. General Lojara, command- 
ing the federal forces in that district, 
has been asked for protection for 
American interests. 

Artillery is the most pressing need 
of the insurréctos and every effort is 
being made to smuggle cannon across 
the border. Information has reached 
United States officials that several ma- 
chine guns have been “cached” near 
the border in New Mexico, west of here. 
pending a favorable opportunity to 
take them over the international line. 

Federal cavalrymen have been scout- 
ing over the hills and arroyos south 
and southwest of Juarez for the last 
twenty-four hcurs, in anticipation of 
the approach of insurrectos who. were 
reported yesterday at Casas Grandes.

Washington, April ,.12.—Brigadier 
General Anson Mills, the American 
member of the United States and Mex- 
ican boundary commission, today con- 
ferred with Assistant Secretary of State 
Wilsonegin regard to the capture of Ed- 
win .Blatt and Lawrence Converse, the 
Americans, held prisoners at Juarez, 
Mexico.

DIRECT ELECTION. 


House Considers Bill for 
That Purpose Today. 


Rucker Measure Provides for 
Election to Fill Vacancies--Un- 
der Rucker Bill There Would 
Have Been No Ad Interim 
Appointment in Georgia. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 2.—(Special.)— 
The most popular legislation next to 
tariff revision to be considered at this 
session, judged by the number of bills 
on the subject introduced, is the pop- 
ular election of United States senators. 
The bill of Mr. Rucker, of Missouri, 
will be considered in the house to- 
morrow. Other measures having the 
game general purpose were introduced 
by Representatives Taylor of Colorado, 
Adair of Indiana, Ferris of Okiahoma, 
Hawley of Oregon, and by Senater Bo- 
rah, of Idaho, who championed the 
measure in the senate last session, and 
Senator Culberson, of Texas. 

The measure of Mr. Rucker goes fur- 
ther than any, and provides for elec- 
tions to fill vacancies where they are 
now filled by executive appointment. 
It guards against the objectionable 
features of the’ Borah resolution as 
affected by the Sutherland amend- 
ment, and leaves to the state legisla- 
tures the control “of the times, places 
and manner’ of holding elections for 
senators. 

Following is the language in regard 
to filling vacancies caused by death or 
resignation: 

“When vacancies happen in the rep- 
resentation of any state in the senate, 
the executive authority of such state 
shall issue writs of election to fill such 
vacancies, provided that the legisla- 
ture of any state may empower the 
executive thereof to make temporary 
appointments until the people fill the 
vacancies by election, as the legisla- 
ture may dlrect.” 

Were this the language of the con- 
stitution today, Governor Brown would 
have been required to call an election 
last November instead of making an 


ad interim appointment.

Litigation Is Friendly. 


New York, April 12.—Three involun- 
tary petitions in bankruptcy, aggregat- 
ing $13,600,000, were filed today against 
three officers of the failed Carnegie 
Trust Company, now in the hands of 
the state superintendent of banks. 

The respondents are William J. Cum- 
mins, one of the leading directors of 
the trust company; Charles Arthur 
Moore, Jr., and Martin J. Condon, also 
directors. Their financial status is 
given in the petition as: | 

Cummins, lMabilities $5,000,000 and 
assets $400,000. 

Moore, liabilities $2,000000, and as- 
sets of $100,000. 

Condon, liabilities $6,500,000 and as- 
sets $500,000. 

Merrill Is Named Reeeiver. 

Payson Merrill was named receiver 
for all three, under bonds of $100,- 
000. Only three petitioning creditors 
are named, which is all the law re- 
quires, but their lawyers said that 
many more are associated with them. 
The creditors who.appear‘are: Herman 
C. Brewster, $50,000; Herbert Matfield, 
$9,644, and James 8. Watson, $80,000, 
all for money loaned. 

They allege against Cummins in their 
petition that preferential payments 
have been made since he became in- 
solvent and that there has been trans- 
fer and concealment of considerable 
property with inteny to hinder and de- 
fraud creditors. 

The actions were not brought against 
the respondents as directors in the 
Carnegie Trust Company, but as indi- 
viduals. 

“These claims have been presented 
for payment,” it was stated, “and 
though not refused, nevertheless they 
have not been paid. Because all three 
of the respondents were connected with 
the Carnegie Trust Company, whose 
condition we all know, it was decided 
to put them into bankruptcy to show 
what their exact assets are and to pro- 
tect all creditors. 

“The creditors are numerous and 
thelr claims will aggregate certainly 
$6,000,000 and probably more.” 

Cumming in Nashville. 

Mr. Cummins is understood to be in 
Nashville, Tenn., his home. Mr. Con- 
don said at his offices he would have 
no statement to make. Mr. Moore is 
understood to be in Rome, Italy. 

Besides being a director of the Car- 
negie Trust Company, Condon is presi- 
dent and director of the American 
Snuff Company, one of the subsidiaries 
of the American Tobacco Company. 

Moore, Jr., is a son of the president 
of Manning, Maxwell & Moore, one of 
the largest makers of machinery in 
the country.

- Consider Disposal. 


Interest of Real Estate Men 

Centered on Sealed Offers 
for Property, Predicting a 
Record-Breaking Price Will 
Be Paid. 


To consider the disposal of the 
governor’s mansion, a committee of 
senators and legislators will meet at 
the. chamber of commerce tomorrow 
morning and the interest of every real 
estate man in the city is now centered 
on the sealed offers for the property, 
which will be submitted at this time, 
A number of these sealed proposals 
are already safely stored at the 
chamber of commerce rooms, and sev- 
eral others will probably be handed 
in when the committee meets. 

What will be offered for the prop- 
erty is a matter of interest not only 


to dealers in real estaté, but to own- 
ers of property on Peachtree street 
from one end to the other. The prop- 
erty is unquestionably the most val- 
uable, it is said, ever offered for sale 
in the city’s history and the consen- 
sus of opinion is that a record-break- 
ing price will be paid for it. 
Will Bring Over $300,000. 

Well-posted real estate men freely 
express the opinion that the lot on 
which the governor’s mansion now 
Stands would bring over. $300,000 if 
sold at auction today. The property 
has a frontage of 140 feet on Peach- 
tree, a depth of practically 400 feet, 
a 400-foot frontage on Cain and an- 
other of 140 feet on Spring. 

At $300,000, the price would be only 
a little over $2,140 per front foot, and 
in the opinion of many, the location 
of the property would make it worth 
almost this much even if it. had no 
Spring or Cain street frontages. With 
these frontages, it is pointed out, the 
lot is worth a considerably larger 
figure. 

Conservative real estate men. how- 
ever, are slow to express any opinion 
as to just how much the property is 
worth or how much will be offered 
for it. They state that in their opin- 
1on the legislature was modest in its 
expectations when it figured on get- 
ting $300,000 for the property, but de- 
cline to go on record as to how much 
above that figure they would be wil- 
ling to give for the lot. It is. re- 
ported on good authority that one of 
the sealed offers already turned in sets 
@ figure slightly above $310,000. 

May Lease or Exchange. 

It is not by any means certain, how- 
ever, that offers to buy will be the 
only ones the committee of legislators 
and senators will have to consider. 
Under the act which provides for this 
committee and sets out its duties, it 
is specified that offers to lease the 
property for a term of vears, or to 
exchange it for other property will 
be considered. This being the case, 
it is thought likely that there will be 
Several offers for long-term leases on 
the property. 

It is understood that at least a por- 
tion of the committee would favor a 
lease or exchange over a straight sale 
for the reason that under the law all 
moneys received from the gale’ over 
and above the amount expended for 
another mansion for the governor 
would have to be applied to the pub- 
lic debt. And at least a portion of 
the committee and not a few members 
of both the legislative houses prefer 
instead of doing this to use this 
money in the erection of another pub- 
lic building for which there is now 
Such pressing need, as the capitol 
building is already badly crowded.

On the 67th Ballot Iowa Leg- 


islature Names U.S. 


Senator. 


Des Moines, Iowa, April 12.—Judge 
William 8S. Kenyon, republican, was 
elected United States senator to suc- 
ceed the late Senator Jonathan P. Dol- 
liver, on the sixty-seventh ballot in the 
Iowa legislature this afternoon. The 
victory came with the second ballot of 
today’s session and following a stormy 
session. He. received 78 votes, just 
enough to elect, against 26 for Supreme 
Court Justice Horace E. Deemer, his re- 
publican opponent. 

The deadlock has existed since Janu- 
ary 17, when the first ballot was taken. 
At that time Senator Lafayette Young, 
the present incumbent, was the leading 
opponent of Judge Kenyon, but was 
succeeded by Justice Deemer on the 
twenty-third ballot, about six weeks 
ago. 

Judge Kenyon, the new senator, was 
born in Elyria, Ohio, on June 10, 1869, 
and received his finished education at 
Grinnell, Iowa. He was admitted to 
the bar following his graduation and 
shortly after was elected public prose- 
cutor of Webster county, Iowa. He was 
judge of the eleventh Iowa judicial 
district until 1903, when he was ap- 
pointed as attorney for the Illinois 
Central railway. In 1907 he was made 
general council of that company, with 
offices at Chicago and served in that 
capacity until 1910. He was appointed 
assistant to the attorney general of 
the United States March 14, 1910. His 
home is at Fort Dodge, Iowa. 

Kenyon Suits Taft. 

Washington, April 12.—The election 
of William S. Kenyon for United States 
senator from Iowa was especially 
pleasing to President Taft, because of 
Mr. Kenyon’s official connection with 
the administration and because of his 
prugressive attitude in many matters 
in. which the president has been inter- 
ested.

FLEW 290 MILES 
WITHOUT A STOP 


Prier’s Wonderful Voy- 
age in Monoplane. 


Ascending at London, He Flew 
Across the English Channel 
and Descended in a Paris 
Suburb, Making 290 Miles 
Without a Stop. 


London, April 12.—Pierre Prier, the 
aviator, started in an aeroplane from 
Hendon today in an attempt to make a 
flight to Paris without a stop. The 
airman successfully crossed the Eng- 
lish cannel between Dover and Calais 
and continued on his flight toward the 
French capital. 

200 Miles Without a Stop. 

Issy-les-Moulineaux, France April 
12.—Aviator Prier arrived here at 5:45 
o’clock this evening rrom London, hav- 
ing made the trip of about 290 miles in 
a monoplane without a stop. 

Prier left Hendon, near London, on 
his flight to this suburb of Paris at 
1:37 o’clock this afternoon. Above the 
English soil the aviator found fog and 
squalls, and going high to find better 
weather, crossed the English channel 
near Dover, at an altitude of over 3,300 
feet. 

Leaving the channel behind him, 
Prier encountered fine weather until 
he reached Beauvais, 54 miles from 
the French capital, and from that city 
the rest of his voyage was made 
through a haze. 

The monoplane used was the ma- 
shine with which Alfred le Blanc, the 
French aviator, won the $20,000 prize 
by finishing first in the great cross- 
country race of 488 miles on a circuit 
east of Paris last summer. 

Prier Is a Newcomer. 

Hendon is a town of Middlesex coun- 
ty, England, six miles from the center 
of London. The approximate distance 
between Hendon and Paris is 290 miles. 
Today's flight of Prier is the first at- 
tempt of an aviator to fly from the 
British capital to Paris. A flight from 
the French capital to London was 
achieved by the late John B. Moisant, 
of Chicagsc, who carried a passenger. 
Delayed by bad weather, however, it 
took Moisant twenty-one days to ac- 
complish the journey. 

Pierre Prier is a newcomer in- 
ternational a@ation circles. His 
achievement of. today, however, in fly- 
ing in a monoplane from the outskirts 
of London to the suburbs of Paris 
Places him in the ranks of the world’s 
foremost airmen. 

The best previous cross-country 
flight was made by Lieutenant Camer- 
man, who covered 147 miles in four 
hours and two minutes, December 22 
last, in France. The record for an 
over-sea flight was established on 
March 5 of this year by Lieutenant 
Bague, who flew over the Mediterra- 
nean from,.Antibes to the little island 
of Bergona, off the Italian coast. His 
filight measured 124.5 milés. J. A. D. 
McCurély on January 31 flew in a Cur- 
tiss biplane from Key West, Fla., to 
within a few miles of Havana, travel- 
ing over 90 miles before he was com- 
pelled to descend.

FLECTION BOARD 
- PLEADS GUILTY 


New Orleans, April 12.—Twelve elec- 
tion commissioners pleaded guilty in 
the criminal district court today to 
charges of violating the election laws 
in the recent election held for justice 
of he Louisiana state supreme court. 

The indicted commissioners were 
charged with fraudulently making ex- 
tra entries on the election tally sheets. 

The maximum penalty provides a 
fine of $1,000 or one year in the parish 
prison. Sentence was deferred until 
Friday of next week.

The indictments in the election fraud 
cases resulted from an investigation 
instituted by the Good Government 
League. A number of other cases are 
pending against election officials and 
the league promises that its investi- 
gation of charges of wholesale ballot- 
stuffing in election in this city will 
be continued.

500 MILES OF CARPET

The Carpet Will Be Shipped 
From New York to San

New York, April 12.—Five hundred 
miles of carpet are to be shipped from 
this city to San Francisco on a freight 
train of 60 cars. 
1,506,000 pounds; is worth $1,000,000 and 
is the largest and most valuable single 
shipment ever made. 

Its manufacture required the labor 
of 8,000 workers for eight days, equiv- 
alent to one day’s work. for 64,000 oper- 
atives. It would cover a single width 
strip from New York to Buffalo, thence 
to Niagara Falls and lap well over into 
Canada.

REBUKE HITCHCOE 


They Elect for Chief Quack- 
enbush, Who Was Dis- 
missed by Hitchcock. 


Boston, Mass., April 12.—Charles H. 
Quackenbush, of Stamford, recently 
discharged from the railway mail 
service by the postmaster general and 
later dropped from the Railway Mail 
Clerks’ Assoviation, was declared 
elected president of the New England 
division of the Railway Mail Cierks’ 
Association by a strong mail vote 
which. has been cast in the last few 


_ days. 


Quackenbush defeated President Al- 
vah C. Walton, of Boston, who sought 
re-election, but when the former at- 
tempted to take the chair Wilson re- 
sisted. Earlier in the day Quacken- 
bush had secured an injunction against 
Walton to prevent his interfering with 
the election, but Walton insisted that 
he was acting on authority from the 
national body in refusing to give up 
his office. After an hour’s noisy de- 
bate Walton yielded. 

The meeting voted to pay Quacken- 
bush an amount equal to his regular 
salary while he is out of a position 
and a sum of $68 was raised on the 
spot for him. An assessment of $1 a 
member also was voted to pay the 
salary of any member of the New 
England division who might lose his 
position through siding with Quacken- 
bush in the controversy. 


SHE LINED UP IRISH VOTE 
FOR CARTER HARRISON 


Mrs. 


Kate. Doyle, .Chicago’s 
Foremost Woman Politi- 
cian, Has Passed. 


Chicago, April 12.—Mrs. Kate Doyle, 
who became known as Chicago's fore- 
most woman politician through her ac- 
tivities in behalf of the members of 
the Harrison families during their po- 
litical campaigns since the father of 
the present mayor-elect was a can 
date for congress in 1873, died at her 
home yesterday after an lilness of ten 
days. ; 

Mrs. Doyle, who was 76 years old, 
came to Chicago in 1852. Twelve years 
later she entered. the Harrison fam- 
ily as a nurse. During the following 
nine years she became acquainted with 
many of the Irish voters of the city, 
assuming a political leadership over 
them that became an important ele- 
ment in the political affairs of the 
city 

When Carter Harrison, Sr., became 
a candidate for congress Mrs. Doyle 
began her career as an active politi- 
cian. She was enabled to give the 
Harrison forces material assistance 
during the campaign and electian day 
she visited the polls at the head of 
her forces. When Carter H. Harrison, 
Jr.. began his political career Mrs. 
Doyle did effective work among the 
voters during the campaign. 


POSITION OF LEADER 
DECLINED BY BACON 


The Georgian Was Tendered 
‘ Post of Honor by His 
Colleagués.

Washington, April 12.—(Special.)— 
“Senator Bacon could have had the po- 
sition of democratic leader this time 
had he consented to accept it,” said 
Senator Overman, of North Carolina, 
today. :

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The prompt and complete vindication of The Constitu- 
tion by the unanimous action of the federal grand jury at 


the close of its ten days’ investigation on yesterday, affords 


a gratifying government indorsement that has been ac- 
corded few institutions subject to government regulation. 

This indorsement at the hands of the federal goyern- 
ment is entitled to double strength and sanction from the 
fact that it follows close upon the heels of,a similar investi- 
gation based upon the same facts, prosecuted with unpre- 
cedented vigor and relentlessness by the same officials of 
the same departments, but before an entirely different 
grand jury—the results in both cases being a triumphant 
vindication of The Constitution at the hands of the federal 
government. | 

In spite of the ill-disguised malice actuating those who 
brought on these investigations, and who relied upon the 
star chamber methods’ of the federal inquisition to find 
something in the records of The Constitution out of which 
technical violations of department regulations could be 
manufactured, a clean bill has been issued to The Constitu- 
tion upon all of the transactions invloved in its many 
years’ dealing with the public and with the government 
itself. | 

This culmination, as embarrassing as it was unex- 
pected to the instigators of the investigation, is naturally 
gratifying to the management of The Constitution, but 
regarded in its general relation to the public, and viewed 
in connection with similar fruitless attacks against co-

If this policy is to be continued, perhaps every insti- 
tution of our common country—and certainly of the south- 
ern states—will receive its turn at the mill, and be ac- 
corded its opportunity for vindication, at an expense to the 
government that, by comparison, will convert into frugal 
economy the department experiments which recently sunk 
the ten-million-dollar battleship Texas, in order to de- 
termine whether or not the government could hit a target 
of its own selection, 


PROBING THE PROBERS. 


The political “‘heresy-hunters”’ and disorganizers of business 
and assailants of reputations in the departments at Washington are 
in a fair way themselves to be put on the griddle. :

cord, inefficiency, demoralization. 

With his inexplicable pursuit ‘of personal feuds, his easv cred- 
ulity toward outside and dishonest .seekers of personal vengeance, 
his seeming receptivity to those cotton exchange influences inimical 
to the farmer, Wickersham 1s placarding his department as a farce. 

In the case of Hitchcock the postal facilities of all the people, 
the self-respect of postal employees, are being undermined as never 
in American history. 

In the case of Wickersham, hundreds of thousands of dollars of 
the people’s money is being sunk into the rat-hole of futile and 
inquisitorial “investigations.” 

Let congress summon railway mail clerks, and employees of 
both departments, and guarantee them immunity against being dis- 
charged for telling the truth. 

If this is done, there will be revelations such as will recall the 
studied malice of Robespierre and the deadlier aspects of Foucheism 


and bureaucracy.

mission, the special council committee 
on the remodeling of the city hall and 
the police committee of counefl will 
hold a joint session probably’ early 
next week for the purpose of investi- 
gating the proposed plan to sell the 
police station property so that the 
funds realized can be used \ta make 
additions to the new city hall for a 
central police station and for estab- 
lishing three or four sub-police sta- 
tions in the outskirts of the city. 

As stated in Wednesday’s Constitu- 
tion, the police commission has ap- 
pointed a special committee for this 
purpose, and a resolution has been 
adopted by council instructing the spe- 
cial committee on remodeling the city 
hall and the police committee to take 
up the matter at once. 

What a Survey Shows. 

A survey of the new city hall block 
shows that there are three plats which 
can be used for the erection of addi- 
tions to the building. One of these is 
on the northeast corner of the block 
and is 33 by 75 feet; another is on 
the northwest corner of the block, and 
is 65 by 29 feet; the third is to the 
west of the building and is 103 by 26 
feet. On any one of these sites addi- 
tions can be made which will provide 
considerable more room, and if all 
three sites are utilized there will not 
only be sufficient room for the police 
department, but for other departments 
that need more space. 

There is in the rear of the building 
a one-story structure 60 by 33 feet, on 
which can be built four or five more 
stories. 

The fifth story of the building can 
‘be used as a court room by merely 
raising the roof. 

The basement of the main building 
is 135 by 74 feet, and can be well 
adapted for a city prison. 

An Objection Answered. 

Chairman C. H. Mason, .of the police 
commission; Chief Jennings, Recorder 
Broyles and members of the council 
and police commission who are strong- 
ly advocating a central police station 
in connection with the new city hall, 
say that the only objection to the plan 
comes from those who think that per- 
haps a police station and a recorder’s 
court room may attract undesirable 
crowds. This objection is answered 
withethe statement that most of the 
prisoners will be Kept at the sub-sta- 
tions, and as the entrance to the re- 
corder’s court will be from thealley in 
the rear of the building it can be so 
arranged as not to cause any undesir- 
able gathering of people, 

To offset the one objection about un- 
desirable visitors it is stated that the 
public demand for a police station an! 
recorder’s court that can be easily and 
convenientiy reached by the public is 
Such a demand as not to be ignored 
by the city officials. 

In regard to there. being a demand 
by the public for a police station thas 
is easily accessible, Detective Sergeant 
Newport Lanford says: 

Will Help the Detectives. 

“There is no doubt in the’ world 
about there being tee utmost necessity 
for a central and better located de- 
tective bureau. I and my men are 
often hampered in our work becauss 
of the difficulty of getting people to 
come to the present police station to 
identify prisoners and stolen goods. 
Many times ladies refuse absolutely 
to call at my office to identify stolen 
goods, and in this way thieves fre- 
quently escape punishment. I am pos!i- 
tive that if a detective bureau was lo- 
cated at the city hall we could doa 
a great deal more effective work. There 
is not a day passes but what men and 
women, and frequently little children, 
have to visit the detective office. If 
the convenience of the public is to be 
taken into consideration there can be 
no doubt but what the city govern- 
ment owes it to the people to estab- 
lish a better located detective bureau.” 

Will Probably Act at Onee. 

The three committees whch 
have the matter in charge will lose no 
time in acting. -If the old police bar- 
racks is to be.soid there is no more 
opportune time, it is claimed, than now 
to make the sale; if additions are to 


how 


say 
those who have looked into the matter, 
now is the time for the work to be 
done; if the service of the police de- 
partment is to be-doubled and probably 
trebled in efficiency by the establish- 
ment of three or four sub-police sta- 
tions, it is said, the sooner this extra 
police protection is given the people 
of Atlanta the better it will be. 

So there being so many important 


matters to be immediately considered 
in connection with the whole question, 
the three joint committees will doubt- 
less lose no time in making an investi- 
gation and formulating a report.

Executive Clemency Is the 
Only Hope for John 
~ Withrow. 


John J. Withrow, of Fannin county, 
must expiate on the gallows’ the 
crime of murdering his wife. 

In a decision handed down Wédnes- 
day morning the supreme court held 
that the judge made no error, either 
in charging the jury or in admitting 
the evidence of a witness whose testi- 
mony as to Withrow’s mental condi- 
tion was attacked on the ground that 
the competency of the witness to tes- 
tify had not been satisfactorily estab- 
lished. 

Withrow is a young man searcely 
more than twenty years of age. He 
is now in the Fulton county jail, where 
he was brought for safe-keeping about 
five months ago, because of the fear 
of the authorities in Fannin county 
that violence might be done him. 

Withrow was one of the five prison- 
ers who made a sensational escape 
fro mthe tower a few months ago, all 
of them being captured a short time 
afterwards and returned to the cus- 
tody of Fulton county authorities. 

Unless an application for clemency 
is filed with the prison commission, 
Withrow will be carried back to Fan- 
nin county within a few days to have 
the sentence of death passed upon him 
again.

counted the story of how the bailiff 
hadabruptly entered his home, wander- 
ing unconcernedly into the dining- 


out the formality of removing his hat 
even. His conduct was of such a na- 
ture, according to the colonel, that the 
ladies thought the bailiff to be just 
some drunken person stumbling in 
from the street, and they were fright- 
ened. 

After looking at the paper, which 
authorized the arrest of the butler, the 
colonel offered bond, though he felt 
that it was not a perfectly good legal 
document, and about that time he de- 
cided to assist the bailiff in making,a 
speedy departure. :

The passage of the bill in the house 
was marked by scenes of disorder and 
confusion, the fusion forces exerting 
every means to accomplish its defeat. 
In passing this bill the regular dem- 
ocrats and Brownlow republicans have 
laid the groundwork for control of the 
state election machinery next year. In 
the last election the fusion forces con- 
trolled the election machinery.

RIOTERS WAVE RED FLAGS 
AS THEY POUR OUT THE WINE 

Damery, Department . of Marne. 
France, April 12:—The “champagne” 
riots which begam in this department 
yesterday, wesg® continued today by 
the excited populace. Wine cellars 
were destroyed and the disorder is 
Spreading, in spite of the presence of 
troops called out to preserve order. 

The trouble in the department of 
Marne began yesterday on the recpipt 
of news from Paris that the senate 
had passed a resolution favoring the 
Suppression of all territorial delimita- 
tions of the area in which wine can le- 
gally be designated as champagne. 

Seven thousand wine growers 
here this. morning, marching 
Epernay, 4 miles distant, 
the wine céllars there. 

The manifestants were admirably 
organized and were aroused to a pitch 
of fervor in the justice of their cause. 
During the progress of the advance 
they sang revolutionary hymns and 
waved red standards. This they did to 
disown the goverfment, which they af- 
firm “has abandoned them to ruin.” 

They declare the government acted 
under the influence of makers of in- 
ferior grades of wine. 


The column had reached the town 
of Ay at noon. Co-operating with an- 
other band, which had reached Ay from 
a different direction, the rioters pro- 
ceeded to Venteuil, where they de- 
Stroyed huge wine presses. 

Troops then dispersed the mob. The 
attorney general went to Venteuil by 
automobile to investigate the situation, 
but was unable to advance through the 
Streets, because they were piled high 
with broken champagne bottles. 

Damery today is a picture of deso- 
lation. The streets are literally run- 
ning with champagne, mixed with mud. 
Within a stone’s throw of the red ban- 
ner floating over the city hall stand 
the ruins of six houses of wine mer- 
chants demolished by the mob lJIast 
night.
